A  statement  from  the  strikers  was  read  at 
nearby  St.  Brygida’s  Roman  Catholic  Church 
shortly  before  the  strikers  marched  out. 

“We  decided  to  make  a  sovereign  decision  to 
leave  the  shipyard  without  an  agreement  with  the 
authorities,”  it  said. 

“We  are  convinced  that  we  were  right  in  the 
protest  against  relations  in  Poland,  against  treat¬ 
ing  us  in  a  way  that  violates  human  dignity,  against 
the  arrogance  of  the  authorities  who  are  responsi¬ 
ble  for  the  crisis. 

“Poland  is  deep  in  crisis  and  the  authorities  treat 
the  country  as  their  own  property.  We  leave  not  in 
triumph  but  with  raised  heads.  Our  strike  should 
make  everybody  aware  that  one  has  to  fight  to 
win.” 

Their  statement  concluded:  “It’s  a  new  spring  for 
Solidarity.  We  remain  faithful  to  the  slogan  of  our 
strike,  ‘There  is  no  freedom  without  Solidarity.’” 

The  independent  union  was  suppressed,  then 
outlawed,  after  martial  law  was  declared  Dec.  13, 
1981.  Walesa,  now  44,  won  the  Nobel  Peace  Prize  in 
1983. 

Negotiations  in  the  Lenin  shipyard  strike  broke 


off  Monday  after  700  strikers  who  had  remained  in 
the  yard  shouted  down  a  management  offer.  At¬ 
tempts  by  a  Catholic  church  mediator  to  persuade 
management  to  resume  talks  were  unsuccessful, 
strike  spokesman  Adam  Michnik  said. 

Two  couriers  for  the  strikers  were  said  to  have 
been  beaten  late  Monday,  and  the  men  in  the  yard 
complained  that  police  had  stopped  food  supplies 
from  getting  to  the  shipyard. 

The  shipyard  action  was  the  latest  in  a  string  of 
five  Polish  strikes  that  began  April  25.  It  was  the 
worst  labor  trouble  since  the  crackdown  on  Soli¬ 
darity. 

Police  made  a  pre-dawn  raid  last  Thursday  to 
crush  a  strike  at  the  Lenin  steelworks  at  Nowa 
Huta  in  southern  Poland. 

Others  were  settled  peacefully  at  a  heavy  ma¬ 
chinery  fjlant  in  Stalowa  Wola,  and  among  transit 
workers  in  the  cities  of  Bydgoszcz  and  Szczecin. 

Piotr  Konopka,  an  aide  to  Walesa,  said:  “I  think 
we  accomplished  something”  at  the  Lenin  ship¬ 
yard. 

“We  gained  general  agreement  on  the  other  side 
that  we  exist.”

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Dispute  postpones 
missile-ban  treaty

WASHINGTON  —  A  senior  Rea¬ 
gan  administration  official  said  Tues¬ 
day  that  he  was  confident  Secretary 
of  State  George  P.  Shultz  would  be 
able  to  clear  up  U.S.-Soviet  differ¬ 
ences  over  a  missile-ban  treaty  in  a 
new  round  of  talks  with  Foreign  Min¬ 
ister  Eduard  A.  Shevardnadze. 

The  differences  over  policing  the 
missile-ban  treaty  against  cheating 
prompted  Senate  leaders  Monday  to 
indefinitely  postpone  ratification. 

“These  are  very,  very  technical  is¬ 
sues,  and  we’ve  had  the  problem  of 
pursuing  them  at  long  distance 
through  diplomatic  exchange,  infor¬ 
mal  translations,  things  of  that  sort,” 
the  official  told  reporters  before 
Shultz  boarded  an  Air  Force  jet  for 
two  days  of  talks  with  Shevardnadze 
in  Geneva.  The  official  spoke  on  condi¬ 
tion  of  anonymity. 

When  Shevardnadze  arrived  in 
Geneva  Tuesday  he  said  he  was  not 
sure  what  the  problems  were.  He  said 
the  Soviets  had  answered  the  ques¬ 
tions  the  United  States  raised  about 
monitoring  the  agreement  to  scrap  all 


U.S.  and  Soviet  missiles  with  a  315  to 
3,125  mile  range. 

“Basically  the  verification  prob¬ 
lems  regarding  the  INF  treaty  have 
been  resolved,  I  think,”  Shevard¬ 
nadze  said. 

The  Soviet  answers  were  delivered 
to  the  State  Department  Sunday 
night  by  Ambassador  Yuri  V.  Du¬ 
binin.  The  answers  received  a  chilly 
reception  when  presented  to  the  Sen¬ 
ate  Intelligence  Committee  Monday. 

Subsequently,  Senate  Democratic 
and  Republican  leaders  decided  to 
postpone  debate  over  ratification, 
which  had  been  scheduled  to  begin 
Wednesday. 

Sen.  Robert  C.  Byrd  of  West  Vir¬ 
ginia,  the  Democratic  leader,  said  the 
treaty  would  remain  “on  the  back 
burner”  until  the  differences  were  re¬ 
solved. 

“This  obviously  needs  fixing,  and 
the  time  to  fix  it  is  before  the  Senate 
takes  up  the  treaty,”  Byrd  said. 

Byrd  appealed  to  the  Kremlin  to 
take  steps  to  end  the  dispute  holding 
up  the  treaty. 

“The  Soviets  hold  the  key,”  he  told 
the  Senate.

Welch  stresses  Book  of  Mormon  study

The  significance  of  the  Book  of  Mor¬ 
mon  to  us  as  a  people,  both  individu¬ 
ally  and  collectively,  can  hardly  be 
overstated,  said  a  BYU  professor 
■  Tuesday  at  the  first  devotional  of 
spring  term. 

John  “Jack”  Welch,  a  BYU  law  pro¬ 
fessor  and  president  of  the  Founda¬ 
tion  for  Ancient  Research  and  Mor¬ 
mon  Studies,  addressed  a  near 
capacity  crowd  in  the  de  Jong  Concert 
Hall  concerning  the  importance  of 
studying  the  Book  of  Mormon. 

During  the  address,  Welch  shared 
his  two  principle  credentials  in  life:  to 
testify  of  the  divine  origins  of  the 
Book  of  Mormon  and  to  have  an  un¬ 
relenting  desire  to  know  more  about 
“this  wonderful  and  wonderous 
book.” 

“Over  the  past  20  years,  I  have 
made  the  Book  of  Mormon  a  matter  of 
continual  study,  and  the  book  has  re¬ 
warded  me  well  beyond  anything  I 


fully  deserved  and  far  beyond  any¬ 
thing  I  could  ever  imagine,”  said 
Welch.  “A  person  would  need  to  be 
both  deaf  and  blind 
not  to  have  noticed 
that  President  Ben¬ 
son  has  made  it  a 
main  theme  of 
paramount  impor¬ 
tance.”

Welch,  answers  to  many  questions 
can  be  found  in  the  book,  but  many  of 
its  dimensions  remain  sealed  to  ev¬ 
eryone  who  does  not  make  the  study 
of  the  book  a  lifetime  pursuit.  “There 
are  many  lessons,  of  all  kinds,  that  we 


have  yet  to  learn  from  its  pages,”  he 
said. 

Welch  gave  examples  of  recent 
studies  illustrating 
how  the  apprecia¬ 
tion  for  the  Book  of 
Mormon  is  still 
growing. 

First,  there  is  ap¬ 
preciation  for 
Joseph  Smith  bring¬ 


ing  forth  the  book. 

The  fact  that  it  exists  is  a  miracle 
that  people  don’t  realize,  according  to 
Welch. 

Secondly,  “whoever  wrote  the 
Book  of  Mormon  had  intimate  famil¬ 


iarity  with  a  completely  consistent, 
operating  legal  system,  grounded  in 
the  jurisprudence  and  legal  terminol¬ 
ogy  of  ancient  Israel.” 

Finally,  there  are  some  more  prac¬ 
tical  and  spiritual  lessons  yet  to  be 
learned  from  the  Book  of  Mormon. 
Answers  to  spiritual  struggles  lie 
within  the  scriptures,  but  they  will 
not  sink  in  until  we  have  prayerfully 
searched  the  scriptures  to  gain  the 
answers  to  our  needs,  said  Welch. 

“The  Book  of  Mormon  remains  a 
book,  sealed  by  many  seals.  But  with 
proper  tools  and  methods  we  may  un¬ 
lock  them  revealing  its  fullness  to  us,” 
he  said.

Heart  program  on  hold

The  National  Heart,  Lung  and 
Blood  Institute’s  withdrawal  of  ap¬ 
proximately  $1  million  in  annual  funds 
from  the  University  of  Utah’s  artifi¬ 
cial  heart  program  may  also  put  fu¬ 
ture  subcontracts  on  hold. 

According  to  Pam  Fogle,  director 
of  News  Services  at  the  University  of 
Utah,  university  researchers  were 
planning  on  hiring  new  engineers  and 
technical  specialists  to  “gear  up”  for 


the  artificial  heart  project,  based  on 
the  assumption  of  continuing  funds. 

Four  new  full-time  engineers  have 
already  been  hired  to  work  on  the 
project,  according  to  Dr.  Don  B. 
Olsen,  director  of  the  artificial  organs 
division  of  the  University’s  Institute 
of  Biomedical  Engineering. 

The  university  had  also  contracted 
with  subcontractors  to  develop  as¬ 
pects  of  the  artificial  heart.  “Subcon¬ 
tractors  located  in  Minneapolis,  Ver¬ 
mont  and  Ohio  were  contracted  to

Bush,  Dukakis  win  primaries

Michael  Dukakis  scored  runaway  vic¬ 
tories  over  Jesse  Jackson  in  Nebraska 
and  West  Virginia  primaries  on  Tues¬ 
day,  continuing  his  march  toward  the 
Democratic  presidential  nomination. 

The  landslide  triumphs  left 
Dukakis  with  three-quarters  of  the 
delegates  needed  to  lay  claim  to  the 
Democratic  nomination,  buttressing 
his  image  as  the  party’s  1988  choice  to 
face  Vice  President  George  Bush  in 
the  fall  campaign. 

With  60  percent  of  Nebraska’s 
precincts  reporting,  it  was  Dukakis 
65  percent,  Jackson  25  percent. 
Dukakis  was  leading  for  18  delegates, 
to  7  for  his  rival. 

“I  feel  terrific,”  said  the  Massachu- 
=setts  governor. 

With  19  percent  of  West  Virginia’s 
precincts  reporting  in  a  slow  count, 
Dukakis  was  gaining  79  percent  of  the 
vote  to  13  percent  for  Jackson. 

Even  as  his  defeats  were  sealed  by 
the  voters,  Jackson  was  looking 
Miead  to  next  week’s  primary  in  Ore¬ 


gon  as  well  as  the  final  showdown 
June  7  in  California. 

Campaigning  in  Portland,  he  said, 
“We  know  the  people  of  Oregon  are  an 
independent-thinking  people.  We  ex¬ 
pect  a  tremendous  response. . .” 

“We  will  take  it  all  the  way  to  the 
end”  of  the  primary  season,  Jackson 
added. 

Bush  won  the  Republican  West 
Virginia  primary  with  89  percent,  his 
customary,  uncontested  landslide. 

Nebraska  was  something  of  a  dif¬ 
ferent  story,  even  though  Bush  was 
uncontested  there,  as  well.  He  was 
gaining  75  percent  of  the  vote,  and 
campaign  dropout  Bob  Dole  from 
next  door  Kansas  was  winning  21  per¬ 
cent. 

Dole’s  enduring  regional  popularity 
aside.  Bush’s  relatively  low  vote  total 
seemed  further  evidence  of  the  diffi¬ 
culty  he  might  face  in  farm  states  in 
the  fall  campaign. 

The  vice  president  lost  races  in 
Iowa,  South  Dakota  and  Minnesota 
before  routing  the  field  to  clinch  the 
nomination.

Brokerages  halt  computerized  trading 

NEW  YORK  —  Five  of  the  biggest  brokerage  firms  said  Tuesday  they  had 
indefinitely  halted  a  computerized  trading  strategy  that  critics  blame  for 
spasms  of  destructive  volatility  in  the  crash-scarred  stock  market. 

The  announcements  by  Bear  Stearns  &  Co. ,  Kidder  Peabody  &  Co. ,  Morgan 
Stanley  &  Co.,  PaineWebber  Inc.  and  Salomon  Brothers  Inc.  were  the  most 
aggressive  voluntary  step  yet  to  calm  an  outcry  over  index  arbitrage  program 
trading.  _  . 

“It  is  necessary  for  all  to  work  toward  the  goal  of  restoring  confidence  m  and 
guaranteeing  the  vibrancy  of  the  marketplace,”  John  Gutfreund,  chairman 
and  chief  executive  of  Salomon,  said  in  a  statement  that  reflected  a  view 
expressed  by  the  others. 

Wall  Street  sources  said  these  firms  have  been  under  enormous  pressure, 
from  stock  exchanges  and  their  own  custoniers,  for  coordinated  action  to 
control  the  computerized  practice,  which  while  profitable  for  the  firms  has 
chased  many  investors  out  of  the  market. 

Kidder,  Morgan,  PaineWebber  and  Salomon  said  they  had  suspended  index 
arbitrage  program  trading  for  their  own  accounts,  although  they  would  con¬ 
tinue  to  use  the  strategy  for  customers  if  asked. 

Bear  Stearns  said  it  had  suspended  index  arbitrage  for  its  own  account  and 
customers  as  of  late  last  week.

Regan  said  anecdote  caused  tax  reform 


WASHINGTON  —  Ronald  Reagan,  always  a  soft  touch  for  a  personal 
anecdote,  w^as  convinced  of  the  need  to  radically  overhaul  the  nation’s  tax  law 
when  told  that  his  secretary  paid  more  in  taxes  than  60  of  the  largest  U.S. 
corporations,  Donald  Regan  writes  in  his  new  book. 

In  “For  the  Record,”  which  went  on  sale  Monday,  Regan  writes  that  the 
idea  of  simplifying  the  tax  code  was  moribund  when  he  took  the  cause  to 
Reagan  at  a  White  House  meeting  in  late  1983. 

“As  a  way  of  introducing  the  subject,  I  asked  him  a  question  about  his  old 
employer.  General  Electric,”  Regan  said.  “What  does  General  Electric  have  in 
common  with  Boeing,  General  Dynamics  and  57  other  big  coi-porations?” 

Reagan,  remembering  fondly  his  days  as  a  goodwill  ambassador  for  GE, 
smiled  and  leaned  forward  for  the  punchline,  only  to  be  told,  “What  these 
outfits  have  in  common  is  that  not  one  of  them  pays  a  penny  in  taxes  to  the 
United  States  government. ...  Your  secretary  paid  more  in  federal  taxes  last 
year  than  all  of  those  giant  companies  put  together.” 


Report  gives  cause  of  Northwest  crash 

WASHINGTON  —  The  failure  of  two  Northwest  Airlines  pilots  to  follow 
required  check-list  procedures  before  takeoff  led  to  the  crash  last  August  at 
Detroit’s  airport  that  killed  156  people,  a  federal  report  concluded  Tuesday. 

Northwest  Flight  255  crashed  after  it  failed  to  gain  proper  lift  because  the 
plane’s  flaps  had  not  been  properly  set,  the  National  Transportation  Safety 
Board  found.  It  blamed  poor  cockpit  discipline  that  included  skipping  critical 
parts  of  pre-flight  check  lists  for  the  accident. 

The  “overwhelming  evidence”  was  that  the  two  pilots  —  Capt.  John  R. 
Maus,  57,  of  Las  Vegas,  Nev. ,  and  first  officer  David  J.  Dodds,  35,  of  Galena, 
Ill.  —  forgot  to  set  the  flaps  and  slats  while  taxiing  before  takeoff,  the  NTSB 
said. 

The  Air  Line  Pilots  Association  immediately  attacked  the  report  and  ac¬ 
cused  the  NTSB  of  not  going  far  enough  to  definitely  rule  out  a  possible 
mechanical  problem  with  the  flap  system.  The  union  also  said  the  board  gave 
too  little  consideration  to  the  failure  of  the  warning  system  that  should  have 
told  the  flight  crew  that  flaps  and  slats  were  not  properly  extended  to  give  the 
plane  sufficient  lift  for  takeoff. 

Beverly  Sills  resigns  from  NYC  Opera 

NEW  YORK  —  Beverly  Sills,  the  New  York  City  Opera’s  long-time  star 
soprano  who  helped  rescue  the  company  from  financial  disaster,  announced 
Tuesday  that  she  will  retire  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

“I  think  10  years  is  long  enough,”  Miss  Sills  said  of  her  Second  career  as 
general  director  of  the  nation’s  second-largest  opera  company  in  terms  of 
budget  and  number  of  performances. 

She  said  she  thought  it  was  important  that  a  new  five-year  plan  be  created 
to  guide  the  company  and  added,  “I  don’t  think  this  young,  vital  company 
should  be  run  by  a  65-year-old  woman.” 

Miss  Sills  said  upon  her  retirement  she  would  become  president  of  the 
company’s  board  and  would  continue  to  help  raise  funds. 

She  met  with  reporters  at  the  New  York  State  Theater,  the  gcepe  of  many, 
of  her  triumphs  during  a  20-year  singing  career  that  included  the  doomed 
maiden  of  Donizetti’s  “Lucia  di  Lammermoor”  and  the  romantic  heroine  of 
Massenet’s  “Manon.” 


The  video  of  the  film  “E.T.”  will  be 
a  fast  moving  item  on  local  video  store 
shelves  when  it  is  released  this  fall, 
say  local  retailers. 

The  1982  film,  with  worldwide 
rentals  estimated  at  $500  million,  is 
the  highest  grossing  movie  of  all  time.

agents  by  children. 

The  release  date  of  the  video  is  Oct.

MCA  Home  Entertainment  Group 
is  releasing  the  film  at  a  price  of 
$24.95.  Pepsi  Cola  Co.,  the  group’s 
parent  company,  will  begin  a  heavy 
advertising  campaign  that  will  in¬ 
clude  television  commercials  and  a 
$5.00  rebate  offer  for  those  who  pur¬ 
chase  the  video. 

Gene  Giaquinto,  president  of  MCA, 
said  both  Pepsi  Cola  and  MCA  would 
spend  $25  million  promoting  the  film. 

“Sales  are  going  to  be  deep,”  said 
Linda  Bascom,  manager  of  a  Provo 
video  store.  “The  company  releasing 
it  will  pull  it  after  four  months.” 

Bascom  said  “E.T.”  should  surpass 
recent  releases  that  sold  well  such  as 
“An  American  Tail”  and  “Lady  and 
the  Tramp.”  “Both  ‘An  American 
Tail’  and  ‘Lady  and  the  Tramp’  sold  60 
to  70  copies,  but  ‘E.T.’,  because  of  its 
popularity,  will  probably  sell  between 
100  and  150.” 

Ana  Lisa  Dinehart,  manager  of  an 
Orem  video  store  says  “E.T.”  will  be  a 
popular  video,  but  doesn’t  think  it  will 
break  records.  “It  won’t  sell  as  big  as 
say, ‘Top  Gun’  did,  because  it  has  been 
a  long  time  since  the  film  was  made,” 
she  said.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  An  alternate  juror  in  the  federal  trial  of  a 
polygamist  family  says  he  leaned  toward  acquittal  of  clan  leader  Adclam 
Swapp  on  an  attempted  murder  charge  stemming  from  a  lawman’s  death. 

Swapp  and  three  other  family  members  were  found  guilty  Monday  of  20  of 
23  counts  stemming  from  the  Jan.  16  bombing  of  a  chapel  belonging  to  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  and  a  gunfight  13  days  later  that 
left  Lt.  Fred  House  dead. 

Blaine  Christensen  was  released  from  the  jury  before  deliberations  began, 
but  he  said  he  was  “doubtful”  of  the  attempted  murder  charge  against  Adclam 
Swapp.  ,  ,.  .  . , 

Indeed,  juror  Fred  Lacy,  who  participated  in  25  hours  of  deliberations,  said 
Swapp  and  his  role  in  the  Jan.  28  shootout  presented  the  most  difficult 
dilemma  for  the  jury. 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  A  gi-oup  of 
Utah  County  residents  said  that  they 
would  rather  have  clean  air  than  a 
revived  steel  mill. 

The  consortium  of  citizens,  educa¬ 
tors  and  business  leaders  met  with 
Gov.  Norm  Bangerter  Monday.  They 
expressed  their  frustration  at  what 
they  view  as  a  tacit  agreement  by 
government  regulators  to  allow 
Orem’s  Geneva  Steel  to  violate  air 
quality  standards  to  keep  the  strug¬ 
gling  steel  mill  in  business. 

“It’s  clear  that  they  (Geneva)  pe 
not  making  the  slightest  effort  to  im¬ 
prove  air  quality,”  said  Richard  Lesh, 
education  director  for  WICAT  sys¬ 
tems. 

Lesh  organized  the  meeting  with 
Bangerter. 

Bangerter  was  surprised  at  the 
group’s  criticism  of  the  effort  to  save 
Geneva,  which  reopened  after  verg¬ 
ing  on  permanent  closure  last  year. 

Bangerter  said  that  Geneva  is  not 
above  the  law  and  that  a  February 
citation  for  air  qualify  violations 
would  not  be  swept  under  the  rug. 
When  asked,  he  said,  “  I  want  them 
(Geneva)  to  comply.”

Marriage  groups  harmful

Some  experiential  therapy  gi'oups  may  do  more  harm 
than  good  to  a  troubled  marriage,  said  a  marriage  coun¬ 
selor. 

Brent  Barlow,  associate  professor  of  the  BYU  P’amily, 
Home  and  Social  Sciences  Department,  said,  “Some  of 
these  groups  focus  too  much  on  individual  gi'owth,  and 
sometimes  people  just  grow  right  out  of  the  marriage.  ” 

Experiential,  or  encounter  groups  as  they  were  for¬ 
merly  called,  are  40-hour  classes  involving  group  discus¬ 
sions,  lectures  and  experiences,  said  Sally  Berger,  a 
trainer  of  an  encounter  group. 

She  said  the  classes  are  designed  to  help  people  get  in 
touch  with  their  feelings  and  learn  to  love  themselves. 
“We  work  on  individuals,  not  marriages,”  she  said. 

Barlow  said,  “It  becomes  a  matter  of  individual 
growth  versus  marriage  growth,  and  that  is  where  the 
main  danger  lies.  I  believe  that  such  groups  are  for  fairly 
healthy  marriages  and  individuals  only  and  are  certainly 
not  a  replacement  for  counseling.  ” 

Three  years  ago,  the  BYU  administration  sent  a  memo 
requesting  faculty  to  stop  referring  students  to  a  certain 
encounter  group. 

“A  Church-wide  (Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints)  statement  was  not  made,  but  there  was  some 
concern  expressed  by  a  few  Church  officials  about  some 
kinds  of  experiential  groups,”  said  BYU  Academic  Vice- 
President  Jae  R.  Ballif. 

According  to  Margaret  Hoopes,  BYU  professor  of 
Family,  Home  and  Social  Science  Department,  a  signifi¬ 
cant  portion  of  the  controversy  evolves  around  the  val¬ 
ues  presented  in  the  experiential  groups. 

She  said  everyone  who’s  going  to  be  a  trainer  is  not 
going  to  be  totally  in  line  with  LDS  beliefs.  “You  may  be 
offended  by  the  language.  They  sometimes  say  out¬ 
landish  things  to  shock  people  and  get  them  to  think 
about  their  beliefs.” 

But  she  said  she  often  finds  that  her  principles  are 


different  from  her  colleagues  in  the  field.  “It’s  no  differ¬ 
ent  from  any  other  place  in  society  ,  but  the  basic  princi¬ 
ples  do  not  go  against  Church  beliefs.  Many  good  LDS 
people  have  benefited  from  these  groups,”  Hoopes  said. 

Barlow  said  he  had  never  attended  an  experiential 
group  session,  but  that  one  couple  he  knew  divorced  and 
were  very  bitter  about  their  involvement  with  the  expe¬ 
riential  group. 

“I  know  some  couples  who  have  had  this  pi'oblem,  but 
the  purpose  of  the  training  is  not  to  make  people  selfish,” 
said  Barlow.  If  a  couple  has  made  a  commitment  to 
marriage,  “the  training  does  not  say  ‘Get  out.’  Some¬ 
times  one  spouse  wants  to  change  and  the  other  does 
not,”  he  said. 

A  second  concern  about  the  experiential  groups  is 
cost,  according  to  Barlow.  “The  cost  for  40  hours  can  be 
several  hundred  dollars  and  the  higher  levels  of  training 
cost  much  more.  One  would  think  some  of  these  people 
have  been  exploited,”  he  said. 

However,  Berger  said,  “I  think  the  cost  is  way 
low.... an  individual  can  tune  into  what  they  are  doing 
that  stands  in  the  way  of  the  marriage.... you  can’t  put  a 
price  on  that.” 

According  to  Hoopes,  most  groups  are  not  exploitive, 
but  some  are  a  little  over  priced. 

Barlow  is  also  concerned  with  the  secretiveness  of 
some  gi’oups.  “In  the  past,  participants  have  been  told 
not  to  talk  about  what  goes  on,  what  kinds  of  ‘experi¬ 
ences’  they  had,”  he  said. 

According  to  Hoopes,  one  cannot  recount  experiences. 
“Retelling  is  a  distortion  and  can  ruin  the  experience  for 
another.  They  come  in  with  preconceived  notions.” 

The  trainers  at  a  Salt  Lake  City  encounter  group  said 
they  had  a  confidentiality  clause,  but  that  it  only  prohib¬ 
ited  participants  from  talking  about  others’  personal  ex¬ 
periences,  not  their  own. 

“Most  experiential  groups  are  really  centered  on  the 
individual.  There  are  great  dangers  in  them  and  good  in 
them,  but  they  are.  certainly  controversial,”  Hoopes 
said. 


BYU  microbiologists  discoveri 
garlic  extract  destroys  viruses^ 


The  odorous  garlic  bulb  may  have 
more  uses  than  just  those  outlined  in 
the  Betty  Crocker  Cookbook. 

Two  BYU  microbiologists  have 
found  that  an  extract  of  garlic,  allium 
sativum,  is  capable  of  destroying  cer¬ 
tain  viruses.  Among  these  viruses  are 
some  which  cause  fever  blisters,  geni¬ 
tal  herpes,  a  form  of  the  common  cold 
and  smallpox. 

Good  for  ailments 

James  A.  North  and  Byron  K.  Mur¬ 
ray  said  their  studies,  conducted  in 
vitro  or  at  the  cell  culture  level,  verify 
an  age-old  claim  that  garlic  is  good  for 
what  ails  people.  The  study  was  con¬ 
ducted  for  Murdock  International, 
Springville,  Utah. 

North  and  Murray  presented  re¬ 
sults  of  their  work  this  month  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  American  Soci¬ 
ety  for  Microbiology  in  Florida. 

“Historically,  garlic  has  been  used 
for  medicinal  purposes ,  ”  said  Murray. 

Four  viruses  killed 

“We  are  reporting  that  garlic  ex¬ 
tract  inactivates  certain  viruses  — 
that  it  kills  these  viruses  99.99  per¬ 
cent  of  the  time,”  Murray  said. 

The  two  scientists  said  that,  of  the 
viruses  tested,  four  were  killed  99 
percent  of  the  time  when  mixed  with 
the  garlic  extract.  The  four  viruses 
were  parainfluenza  3  (a  type  of  flu  and 
respiratory  tract  virus),  human  rhi¬ 
no  virus  2  (a  type  of  cold),  herpes  sim¬ 
plex  1  (the  common  cold  sore  or  fever 
blister)  and  herpes  simplex  2  (genital 
herpes). 

“Garlic  has  all  kinds  of  chemicals  in 
it,”  said  North.  “We  don’t  yet  know 
which  chemical  in  the  garlic  extract  is 


actually  killing  the  viruses.  That’s 
what  we’re  looking  at  now  —  the 
specific  chemical  components  in  gar¬ 
lic,”  Noi'th  said. 

More  research  planned 
North  and  Murray  said  they  will 
attempt  to  separate  the  garlic  extract 
into  portions  that  have  different  prop¬ 
erties.  This  will  allow  them  to  locate 
the  active  component  in  garlic  that 
kills  the  specific  viruses. 

According  to  a  press  release,  garlic 
has  been  used  for  centuries  as  a 
medicinal  plant,  supposedly  healing 
such  illnesses  as  rheumatism,  der¬ 
matitis,  abdominal  pain,  skin  rashes 
and  intestinal  wounds.  Only  within 
the  past  10  years  has  any  real  scien¬ 
tific  studies  of  garlic  have  been  done. 

“In  recent  years,  garlic  has  been 
shown  to  be  active  against  micro-or¬ 
ganisms  present  in  some  diseases. 


fungi  and  bacteria,”  Murray  said.' 
“Our  study  shows  garlic  is  active 
against  a  number  of  human  diseases. 
These  are  different  disease  agents  or 
viruses  than  have  been  reported  be¬ 
fore,”  he  said.

During  this  time,  he  said  “students  make  some 
altitudinal  decisions  that  determine  how  well  they 
do  academically,  their  social  integration  to  the  cam¬ 
pus  community  and  their  overall  sense  of  being.” 
According  to  Kramer,  the  professors  and  the 
university  try  to  reinforce  the  good  values  of 
entering  students  instead  of  attempting 
to  make  them  change.

“If  this  doesn’t  happen,  students  become  frus¬ 
trated  . . .  they  get  turned  off  and  feel  that  no  one 
cares,”  according  to  Kramer.

There  are  many  sources  from  which  freshmen 
students  can  receive  counsel  and  guidance  at  BYU, 
said  Robert  W.  Spencer,  BYU  dean  of  admissions 
and  records. 

He  said,  “We’re  working  toward  giving  freshme  n 
more  individual  responsibility.” 

Kramer  said,  “We  don’t  want  to  take  away  their 
independency.

work  on  different  parts  of  the  heart. 
They  may  be  in  limbo  as  well,”  said 
Fogle. 

The  announcement  of  rescinded 
funds  was  made  at  a  briefing  during  a 
recent  meeting  of  the  American  Soci¬ 
ety  of  Artificial  Implantable  Organs 
in  Reno,  Nev.,  said  Fogle. 

Contract  holders  have  yet  to  re¬ 
ceive  written  confirmation,  but  they 
do  know  that  funds  will  no  longer  be 
available  after  Sept.  30.,  the  end  of 
the  first  year’s  contract,  said  Olsen. 

Confirmation  is  expected  following 
an  institute  cardiology  advisory  coun¬ 
cil  meeting  scheduled  May  19. 

“It  is  a  serious  blow  to  the  artificial 
heart  research  program,  and  it’s  com¬ 
plicated  by  the  fact  that  the  state  of 
Utah  had  contributed  $500,000 
through  the  Centers  of  Excellence 
program  formed  by  Gov.

Peggy  Say,  of  Batavia,  N.Y.,  has 
been  waging  a  campaign  to  keep  the 
hostage  issue  in  the  public  eye  as  part 
of  an  effort  to  win  the  release  of  her 
brother,  the  longest-held  hostage  in 
Lebanon.

Oklahoma  ranches 
seized  by  marshals 

ATOKA,  Okla.  —  Federal  mar¬ 
shals  have  seized  five  parcels  of  land 
in  Atoka  and  Coal  counties  totaling 
4,500  acres,  alleging  the  land  was  pur¬ 
chased  with  proceeds  of  drug  traffick¬ 
ing  organized  by  Jose  Contreras 
Subias. 

U.S.  Attorney  Roger  Hilfiger  in 
Muskogee  said  the  five  forfeiture  ac¬ 
tions  Tuesday  may  represent  the 
largest  land  seizure  in  the  state  under 
federal  laws  that  allow  the  govern¬ 
ment  to  confiscate  and  sell  property 
acquired  with  money  from  illegal 
drug  transactions. 

Contreras  was  arrested  in  Salt 
Lake  City  on  April  1  and  is  awaiting 
trial  in  Los  Angeles  on  an  eight-year- 
old  federal  drug  trafficking  charge. 

Authorities  allege  he  moved  to 
Atoka  County  under  an  alias  in 
November  1985  after  fleeing  a  Ti¬ 
juana  jail,  where  he  was  awaiting  trial 
on  a  murder  charge. 

Authorities  allege  he  used  the 
ranch  operations  to  launder  more 
than  $1  million  in  proceeds  from  ille¬ 
gal  drug  transactions. 

There  are  no  criminal  charges 
against  Contreras  in  Oklahoma  and 
no  allegations  that  drug  trafficking 
occurred  at  the  ranch. 

But  Hilfiger  said  one  of  the  federal 
lawsuits  alleges  a  radio  transmitter 
was  used  to  communicate  with  associ¬ 
ates  in  the  drug  business. 


we’re  laboring  in  the  dark,”  said 
Olsen. 

“The  decision  was  made  to  apply 
the  funds  in  what  they  perceived  was 
a  higher  priority.  ...  Precisely  what 
they  are  doing  with  the  money  we 
haven’t  been  notified.” 

Olsen  said  the  institute  has  $84  mil¬ 
lion  a  year  for  continuing  research.  Of 
that,  $15  million  was  allocated  last 
year  for  AIDS  research,  “which 
seems  high  when  only  $4  million  was 
allocated  for  the  heart  programs. 

“Far  more  people  die  of  heart  dis¬ 
ease  than  AIDS  —  350,000  to  500,000 
each  year,”  said  Olsen. 

The  university  is  trying  to  get  the 
institute  officials  to  reconsider,  Olsen 
said,  but  they  haven’t  been  successful 
in  getting  the  funds  reinstated.

Mrs.  Say  met  on  Monday  with 
F ontaine  and  hoped  to  see  Kauffmann 
on  Wednesday. 

“My  feelings  are  mixed  because  it  is 
always  difficult,  especially  hearing 
the  stories  of  how  the  French  were 
brutalized,”  she  said.  “But  on  the 
other  hand,  Terry  is  alive  and  it  has 
reinforced  my  determination  to  work 
toward  his  release. 

“I  know  I  am  doing  what  he  is 
counting  on  me  to  do.” 

Carton  said  he  felt  well,  but  that  his 
condition  was  weak  and  he  still  has 
trouble  walking.  He  met  with  Mrs. 
Say  in  the  garden  of  the  home  of  his 
daughter  in  this  Geneva  suburb. 

“I  was  encouraged  that  he  seemed 
in  reasonably  good  health,”  Mrs.  Say 
said. 

“He  was  very  concerned  about  the 
hostages  left  behind,  so  we  agreed 
that  our  conversation  be  kept  abso¬ 
lutely  private.” 

There  are  18  hostages  in  Lebanon, 
including  eight  other  Americans  in 
addition  to  Anderson.

Paying  the  price 

Performance  majors  start  at  young  age

Editor’s  note:  The  following  story 
is  the  first  of  a  two-paH  senes  about 
music  peiformance  majors. 

Explore  the  “catacombs”  of  the 
Harris  Fine  Art  Center:  artists  cre¬ 
ating,  revising,  perfecting,  perform¬ 
ing. 

Here  is  a  collection  of  8-by-8  prac¬ 
tice  rooms  containing  a  menagerie  of 
sound  ranging  from  Bach  to 
Copeland,  and  from  opera  to  jazz. 
Here  are  found  dozens  of  perfor¬ 
mance  majors  stroking  the  baby 
grand,  plucking  the  harp,  tightening 
the  bovr,  or  warming  the  reed. 

One  of  the  most  demanding  majors 
at  BYU  is  the  music  performance 
major,  said  Music  Department 
Chairman  Newell  Dayley. 

Before  they  begin  their  college 
music  study,  most  performance  ma¬ 
jors  have  been  practicing  for  years. 
Many  started  their  careers  as  early 
as  age  four  or  five. 

Nancy  C.  Larson,  a  graduate  stu¬ 
dent  from  Los  Angeles,  Calif. ,  work¬ 
ing  on  her  masters  degi-ee  in  piano 
performance,  has  been  studying  pi¬ 
ano  for  the  past  18  years.  “I  started 
at  age  five,  and  I’m  still  going,”  she 
said. 

Before  entering  the  major,  music 
students  usually  spend  a  significant 
number  of  hours  practicing.  Larson 
said  she  practiced  daily  for  one  to 
two  hours  prior  to  entering  the  ma¬ 
jor.  Robert  Smith,  head  of  the  piano 
department,  requires  most  of  his 
pre-college  students  to  practice  a 
minimum  of  three  hours  daily. 

Once  enrolled  in  a  performance 
progi-am,  two  to  five  hours  of  daily 
practice  are  required  depending  on 
the  instrument. 


Sharon  Aldous,  a  senior  from  Salt 
Lake  City  majoring  in  flute  perfor¬ 
mance,  enjoys  spending  time  prac¬ 
ticing. 

“I  went  into  flute  performance  ini¬ 
tially  because  I  love  the  flute,”  said 
Aldous.  “I  love  to  practice.  I  love  to 
work  and  work  until  something 
turns  out.” 

Dayley,  who  majored  in  trumpet 
performance,  said,  “I  went  into  per¬ 
formance  because  it  was  something 
that  would  stretch  me.  In  perform¬ 
ing  there’s  a  great  sense  of  immedi¬ 
acy.  You  only  get  one  shot  in  front  of 
the  audience.” 

One  of  the  main  problems  BYU 
performance  majors  face  is  finding  a 
practice  room.  According  to  Larson, 
there  -is  always  competition  for  prac¬ 
tice  rooms  because  of  so  many  stu¬ 
dents  and  so  few  rooms. 

Another  problem  music  majors 
sometimes  face  is  physical  overuse. 
Like  athletes,  musicians  give  their 
fingers,  their  wrists,  their  hands, 
their  mouths  and  even  their  tongues 
a  physical  workout. 

Douglas  Schow,  an  orthopedic 
surgeon  in  Provo,  said  that  anyone 
using  their  muscles  excessively  over 
an  extended  time  period  can  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  problems. 

Larson,  who  performed  as  a 
soloist  with  the  BYU  Philharmonic 
last  fall  semester,  suffered  a  hand 
injury.  Last  October  Larson  said 
that  stiffness  and  numbness  in  her 
right  hand  made  four  hours  of  prac¬ 
tice  virtually  impossible. 

For  two  weeks  she  could  not  prac¬ 
tice  or  perform  using  the  hand;  she 
did,  however,  play  with  her  left 
hand.  She  says  she  still  feels  occa¬ 
sional  stiffness. 

“It’s  a  real  trial,”  said  Larson.  “My 
whole  career  is  on  the  line.” 


The  annual  Art  Department  Stu- 
■  dent  Show  gives  students  a  realistic 
‘  experience  to  enter  and  exhibit  their 
art,  according  to  the  BYU  art  gallery 
director. 

“A  wide  variety  of  mediums  are 
represented,  and  year  after  year  I’m 
always  impressed  with  the  high  qual¬ 
ity  of  the  work,”  said  Tim  Rose. 

The  art  show  is  on  exhibit  now 
through  May  17  in  the  B.  F.  Larsen 
Gallery,  HFAC,  from  8  a.m.  to  9:30 
p.m.  daily. 

The  show  gives  students  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  submit  their  art  work  to  be 
accepted  or  rejected.  They  are  also 
given  the  chance  to  see  their  pieces  on 
display  ih  a  professional  setting,  said 
Rose. 

Sydney  Bowman,  a  senior  from 
Sandy,  majoring  in  painting,  was  one 
of  the  winners  of  the  Juror’s  Choice 
Award,  a  cash  prize  awarded  to  stu¬ 
dents  whose  work  is  chosen  by  a  guest 
juror. 

Those  pieces  on  display  were  cho¬ 
sen  through  a  two-step  process. 
First,  students  were  required  to  sub¬ 
mit  their  work  to  the  art  department 


faculty.  This  year  there  were  276 
entries  and  110  of  those  entries  were 
selected  for  display,  according  to 
Rose. 

Entries  chosen  by  the  faculty  are 
then  judged  by  someone  brought  in 
from  outside  the  university. 

The  guest  juror  this  year  was  Brent 
Wilson,  a  nationally  known  art  educa¬ 
tor,  artist  and  author  at  Pennsylvania 
State  University. 

The  professors  have  stressed  pre¬ 
sentation,  and  it  shows  in  the  quality 
of  the  exhibit  this  year,  said  Bowman. 

Bowman  said  seeing  her  art  in  a 
professional  setting  was  one  of  the 
benefits  of  the  student  show,  as  well 
as  the  opportunity  to  listen  to  other’s 
comments  as  they  viewed  her  works. 

Most  of  the  student  works  are  for 
sale,  and  people  on  and  off  campus 
often  wait  for  the  annual  student 
show  to  buy  original  work  at  good 
prices,  said  Rose. 

Bowman  said  she  has  already  had 
several  offers  for  her  work,  but  is 
waiting  for  the  right  one. 

There  are  various  kinds  of  artwork 
on  display.  Ranging  from  paintings  to 
sculptures,  the  pieces  are  created 
from  many  different  medium.s  and 
each  has  a  unique  look,  said  Rose.
